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VITITOE’A JOCKEYSHIP. 

The eport offered at Harlem yesterday was 
rather tame bat jockey Vititoe added a touch 
of interest to it by rioicg four winneis. He 
only had five mounts and on the fifth. Theresa 
H., he finished fourth. This boy has been 
steadily improving and at present there are 
few jockeys, if aDy, at the local tracks that 
ride a bettf r race than he does. 

Two of Vitotoe’s finishes were very close and 
in both instances he displayed rare judgment 
and when the pinch came rode with strength 
and intelligence. 

His first win was on the oddly-named Flora- 
bird, a 15 to 1 chance, in the first race. This 
colt belongs to W. F, 8chul*e. and previous to 
its last stait had worked five furlongs in 1 :00i. 
and on the strength of this work he was heavily 
backed to win his last previous race Daily 
Racing Form mentioned this, but still the 
turf followers overlooked the youngster and at 
one stage in the betting he was as good as 
20 to 1 Mr. Schulte bet on him at this price. 
The colt was last leaving the post, but Vititoe 
gradually worked his way through the bunch, 
and when the stretch was reached he was third 
and within a length of the leader. The first 
four hnng together to the eighth post bat after 
that it narrowed down to a fight between Silver 
Fizz, the odds on favorite, and Florabird and 
the latter got the verdict by a nose. 

Vititoe came right back and landed the sec- 
ond race with an 8 to 1 chance; King’s High- 
way. On this horse he rode a waiting race but 
coming like a streak of lightning in the stretch 
he eventually won off by himself by six lengths. 
There was a very ordinary lot in this race and 
at post time it was 4i to 1 and take yonr pick 
against anything. 

Vititoe'8 next win was on Rosa Masso in the 
cine furlongs race. This was a very tight fit, 
Rosa Mssso barely beating The Bondman ia a 
ding-dong finish after a drive of an eighth of a 
mile. The Bondman was ridden hy Beauchamp 
and the fight between the two boys was a ter- 
rific one. Both horses were at 5 to 1 in the 
betting and both were heavily backed, con- 
sequently the “rooting” from their backers was 
something fierce. All through the last farloDg 
it was nip and tnck between the pair; first The 
Bondman would be in front, and then Rosa 
Masso When the wire was reached it hap- 
pened to be the latter’s turn to be in front and 
she got the decision. 

Unsightly, in the fifth race, is the one that 
Vititoe earned his fourth victory on. The filly 
was at 9 to 20, and heavily backed even at that 
short price. She was interfered with slightly at 
the start, but got clear on the far taro, and 
going to the front in the stretch, won easily by 
two lengths and a half. Decoy was second and 
Adair II. third. 

The third race at one mile, which was a split 
of the second, had ten very ordinary horses 
entered. Title was made favorite, but he was 
never dangerous and finished last but two. The 
winner turned np in Cbauncey Fisher, who was 
a 10 to 1 chance Sydney Bender bet several 
times more than Jennie F. is worth on her, but 
she was almost knocked down on the first turn 
and finished nowhere. 

* The last race was an easy thing for Lord 
Zeni. In winning he ran a grand race, and it 
gives the judges a much clearer case than they 
had before againBt jockey Everett The horse 
got away in front but was interfered with and 
almost fell. Rose picked him up, however, 
and set sail for the leaders. The boy is a des- 
perate rider and by taking a chance for his life 
he got through on the stretch tnrn and then it 
was all over. When Lord Zeni got clear sail- 
ing he went to the front like a flash and at the 



end was going away. He beat Canova about a 
length, and Canova was a length and a half in 
front of Moroni. The favorite, Abe Forst, 
sulked and finished fourth. 

Mr. Condon has arranged to have several 
special wires direct from New York ran in the 
track today end a foil description of the Futur- 
ity will be called out from every corner of the 
grandstand and also fr< m the betting ring. 

Jockey Everett’s badge was taken np yeiter- 
day and be was denied admission to the

MARTIN AND TURNER’S CASES. 

Thursday the stewards of the Jockey Club 
revo -ed the licenses of W. Martin and ordered 
that the suspension of N. Turner be indefinitely 
continued Such strong sentences for jockeys 
of such prominence must necessarily be based 
on evidence of serious wr^Dg-doin?, but what 
the specific charges against them were have not 
leaked out. A letter from Saratoga to Morn- 
ing Telegraph of Thursday, say- : 

“The suspension of jockeys Martin and Tur- 
ner and the ruling off of C W Penniston, 
jockey 8onthwood. trainer Ben Pope, jockey 
M'-xley and trainer Nixon have thrown a good 
sized scare into the turf world here. Every- 
body is wondering what is to c«m» next, and 
the Jockey Clnb meetirg in New York this 
week is looked forward to with no little appre- 
hension. There is a feeling of nnrest among 
the horsemen, becanse, while the stewards may 
have acted on sufficient evidence, and un- 
doubtedly did act on what appeared to them to 
be sufficient evid*cc a , the pnblic is left in the 
dark, and they, as well as the hotse people, are 
being wafted hither and thither by all sorts of 
wild rumors and conjectures. 

“In the case of Martin and Turner it is be- 
lieved that the racing stewards, Messrs. Vos- 
burgh and' Nolan, acted upon suggestions from 
the Jockay Clnb stewards, four or five of whom 
were here at the time. If so, it looks rather 
squally for Martin and Turner, as the Jockey 
Clnb stewards wonld not countenance such ac- 
tion without good reason. The two riders were 
suspended for the last week of the meeting 
here. As usual, the matter will, in due cou'ge, 
go bef- re the Jockey Club, aud the probab'e 
action of that body is what has kept everybody 
gue<8iug. 

“Martin, who was punished on a charge of 
betting, is one of the oldest and be*t riders in 
the country Besides being a good jockey, he 
is a clever horseman, and a man of brains. He 
has been in trouble on several occasions in both 
the east and the west. Two years ago he was 
reinstated to good standing in the eert mainly 
on representations made to Mr. August Belmont, 
president of the Jockey Clnb. Mar'in is wealthy 
He is repnted to be worth anywhere fr m o n e 
to two hundred thousand dollars. His friends 
argue that undei the*e circumstances he is too 
smart to violate the rules of r-cing. Still, 
there is probably only a very small loophole for 
him, unless he can prove to the stewards that 
they were misinformed as to his alleged betting 
operations 

“The suspension of Turner for suspicious rid- 
ing was received with very much surprise as a 
majority of the horsemen were of the opinion 
that this b >y had been riding well of late. At 
times Turner’s work in the saddle has caused 
some comment, bat he hes e-csped severe pun- 
ishments. Turner is under engagement to 
Eugene Leigh I talked with Mr. Leigh ab ut 
the case today. He intimated that he bad no 
complaint to make of Tamer’s ridipg. ’I have 
n t had much use of the boy this season,’ said 
Mr. Leigh, ‘but have hnd do occasion to ques- 
tion bis honesty. If be has been doing anything 
wrong in his riding I would like to know it.’ 



“The warnings off in the steeplechase of Mon- 
day will go before the National Steeplechase 
Association for review, instead of the Jockey 
Club. C. W. Penniston, the owner of the horse, 
Mr. Dnnlap, is a Canadian hailing from 
Montreal, and the Canadian horsemen racing 
here speak well of him. Pope, the trainer, is 
a colored mao, an old time steeplechase rider, 
while Southwood. Mr. Penniston’s jockey, is an 
Englishman, who rides in England in the 
winter cross-country season there. On all the 
apparent evidence as to the running of Mr. 
Dunlap a m 'jority of racing people are in- 
clined to the belief that the racing stewards 
msy have bean in error, although these offi- 
cials claim that the Mr. Dnnlap people made 
overtures to the owners of other horses in the 
race. Still, granting all that, the ruling in this 
instance nteds probing deeper. There is a good 
deal of jealoasy among some of the steeple- 
chase cont>ngeat, and it is not impossible that 
Mr. Penniston may be the innocent victim of 
an uojnst decision. 

“Nixon, trainer of the horse Populist, got 
into trouble a couple of years ago over the 
horse Lion Heart. J.tckey Moxley, who was also 
warned off on account of the running of the 
horse Populist in the same race, is a col- >red mao 
who tias not ridden much in this section. Mox- 
ley’s fill from Pooulist, which recurred near 
the head of the stretch, was to all appearances 
a rank piece of bnsmpss. At this p6int Popu- 
list was running second, and it looked as 
though he might make a close contest with 
Mr. B ard’s Article, who finally won. The 
horse made no blander at the jump. He took 
the obstacle all right, recovered, and went on, 
and then, ail at once, Moxley was seen to roll 
off with ut any rhyme or reason. If the horse 
stam-Jod or if Moxley was taken with a sadden 
fit of vertigo, neither of these facts were patent 
to the spectators. 

“It is claimed that the game in the race was 
that everybody should pull to Pupnlist, the 
favorite, at 11 to 5. At the last moment, so it 
is alleged, it was found that the plans could 
not be perfected. There was a hitch. Some, 
body. b.-st known prob-bly to the racing stew- 
ards, refused to go into the combination. Then 
the deal was shif el, the moiey went on Article 
and Mr Danlap and Popnlist, the two most 
dangerous contenders, were taken care of in 
the race. 

“This story, while it may be true in part, has, 
as a whole, something of the * armarks of a pipe 
dream It presappotes that Article was of lit- 
tle acoouut, whereas the Beard horse came 
right out toe to lowing day, Tuesday, and ran 
a crackiog good race. 

“Nobody here is satisfied with the present 
statnx of the steeplechase stir-np. There is no 
disposition to question the good int> ntions of 
the racing stewards, bnt all the circnmetances 
point to the belief that their action may have 
been, to some extent, hasty and ill-advised.” 

GOSSIP OF THE TORE 

Jockey Henry Caddy, who went down with 
his moant, Rose Caron, when the fell in a race 
at the Fair Gronnus last Thursday, died Sun- 
day nigbt at the hospitnl of the College of 
Pnysicians and Snrgeous. It was not thought 
at the time he was seriously bait as am ex- 
amination proved that no boues were biok-n 
and that tha skull was not fractured, but the 
concussion was so severe that a c rebral hem- 
orrhage followed, and nothing could be done to 
Bsve the boy. He was sixteen years old and 
lived al Rock Island. Ill He was under con- 
tract to M D-iatherage. Ha rode at the Fair 
Grounds alt last year and this.

GOSSI P OF THE TURF. 

A short time back a yonng fellow arrived in 
New York bringing with him the reontation of 
being the crack jockey of Austria and a pro- 
spective rival of Tod Sloan. Impressionable 
New York newspapers published his portrait 
and stnnDing commendatory sketches. He was 
ready to take an engagement at high figures 
and, presumably, set the racing world afire. 
He was given a private try-ont at Sheepshead 
Bay, Monday, and a New York newspaper gives 
the following statement of results : 

“Radford, the alleged jockey who said he rode 
for various Austrian noblemen, was given a 
chance to show his skill in the saddla at Sheeps- 
head Bay yesterday, with the result that he was 
thrown from a horee and stunned. When he 
revived he cried bitterly, and said, with a 
broad English accent, that he had ‘ ’eard of 
Yankee bronchos, bnt never knew ennythink 
about ’em before.’ Radford brought a letter of 
introduction to David Gideon, the tnrfman, a 
few days ago. Gideon turned the boy over to 
bis trainer, Ed Feakes, and yesterday when 
tbe horses were going oat on the track for reg- 
ular exercise, Feakes decided to see what he 
conld do. He put him on oue of tfie quietest 
horses in the stable. The trainer, who was an 
expert jockey once, promptly saw that Rad- 
ford knew nothing abont riding. He was ill 
at ease, and when the horse got oat on the 
track, was all at sea. The animal, finding no 
one was holding him, went off at fall speed, 
and ran away, throwing Radford heavily. The 
boy was picked np in a dazed condition. 
Feakes. thinks the boy is demented, or wanted 
to become a jockey throngh reading abont Tod 
Sloan. As to riding, Feakes believes he never 
threw a leg over a thoroughbred before yes- 
terday.” 

Of some Futurity work done Wednesday the 
Snn of Thursday says: “Horsemen as as- 

tounded at the fast work that has been done 
this year by the Futurity horses. They agree 
that either the horses are mnch faster or the 
tracks are faster, and they nearly all agree that 
tbe latter is the chief cause. 

“Yesterday fast trials were worked* by some 
of tbe candidates engaged in the Futnrity. Jim 
Bodeu’s Okette covered six fnrlouga over the 
Brighton Bsach racecourse in 1:141. Tha colt 
was worked by Frank O’Leary and must have 
carried 120 pounds at least. The trial mast be 
classed of the highest order, and if the son of 
Rayon d'Or runs in tha race as he worked he 
mast surely have a fighting chance. Marcus 
Daly’s Bt. Finnan worked a good trial also 
over the Brighton Beach courss. The yonogater 
bad a rare trial horse with him, the speedy 
sprinter, Decide, bnt be won easily, covering 
the six f arlongs in 1 :1S. Both Marcas Daly and 
Trainer Lakeland are very confident of St. Fin- 
nan’s chances. 

“Mnsette was worked for the first time yester- 
day with weight np over the Sheershead Bay 
course and she did not do so well. She covered 
six furlongs in 1 :17. For tbe past two weeks 
the filly lias been working over the conree with 
a ve y light boy weighing bnt about 80 pounds. 
With this impost up the filly did remarkable 
work, covering six furlongs in 1:13 and also & 
mile in 1 :43. 

“Brigadier, Knight of Rhodes, Tbe Scotch- 
man a d other cracks did bnt light work as 
their final trials will take place today.”

& Son will Dot go to Sheepshead Bay as ex- 
pected, bat will return west. The stable 
jockey. Tommy Bums, will remain, and on 
Saturday will take pert in the Futurity, riding 
Johnny Hyland’s Brigadier, and then ^turn- 
ing west.
